Giant Raid Shelter _ 
Planned Under 
Mount Royal Montreal 


Plans are being studied which, ‘¢ 
adopted would convert Mount Royal, 
the 700-foot mouftain in the heart of 
the city, into an enormous air-raid 
shelter to accommodate at least 60,. 
000 persons, It could be built at an 
estimate cost of $8,000,000, 

For some years. there has been a 
movement to erect something on the 
mountan whch would be a perman- 
ent attraction to tourists. With the 
advent of war the proposal has taken 
the form of service to the city’s in- 
habitants, The plan calls for a com- 
bination shelter and garage,. 

The preliminary plan, privately ad- 
vocated called for a community cen- 
tre’ under. Mount Royal, with one 
large hall capable of seating 10,000 
pergons and auxiliary halls seating 
1,000 persons each, This method of 
construction, it is believed, would be 
far cheaper than construction of a 
similar cehter anywhere in the city. 

Air conditioning ¢quipment would 
have to be provided to solve the ques 
tion of fresh air for the buildings un 
der the surface, and it was thought 
that the expenditure would not be 
very great for the whole scheme, if 
undertaken in co-operation with the 
federal, provincial and municipal gov 
ernments, 

In the latest developments of the 
idea, the air raid shelter would have 
six entrances into the heart which 
runs along the eastern slopes from 
east to west, The large room in the 
center of the mountain to be cut out 
of solid rock would measure 1,000 
feet square. It was pointed out that 
unlike subways in some of the larg- 
er centers of the world such as Lon- 
don, Parig and New York, it would 
be free from flood danger, and being 
from 200 to 400 within the mountain 
would be entirely safe from bombs, 

At the present time, the mountain 
is pierced by a two-track electric. 
railway tunnel operated by the Ca- 
nadian National Railways, through 
which suburban trains run to the sub 

and Laurentian districts, It 
took several years to build and links 
the northern and southern: sections 
of the island by a matter of minutes, 
where formerly it took almost an 
hour,
